National  Education  '  Week  comes 
November  l(i  to  212  this  year  and  sever¬ 
al  departments  ami  classes  of  tho  Col¬ 
lege  are  planning  to  observe  the  week 
in  various  ways.  Most  of  the  schools 
in  our  College  district  tiro  expecting 
to  observe  the  week. 

National  Educational  Week  was  in¬ 
augurated  several  years  ago  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  1’.  P.  Claxton,  who  was 
United  States  Commissioner  of  Euentiou 
at  that  time.  Doctor  Claxton  will  be 
remembered  as  having  recently  spoken 
hero  during  the  touchers’  meeting. 

Observance  of  the  week  is  sponsored 
jointly  by  the  National  Education  Asso¬ 
ciation.  tii e  American  Legion,  and  tins 
United  States  Bureau  of  Education.  Thu 
purpose  of  tho  week  is  to  teach  pupils, 
and  also  to  bring  to  the  attention  of 
their  parents,  more  about  tliei-r  school 1 
and  the  state  and  national  government-

but  ill  the  larger  cit-icB  and  in  the  coun¬ 
ties  there  should  be  district  committees. 
In  a  county  there  should  be  committees 
for  ouch  consolidated  school  district 
and  for  each  one  or  two-toachcr  school 
district.  At  least  there  should  bo  some 
ono  in  each  jlistrict  definitely  charged 
with  making  plans  for  the  observance 
of  the  week.

Have  Wide  Use 

—Says  J.  F-  Hull. 

Former  President  of  Missouri  Press  As¬ 
sociation,  In  Addressing  Journalism 
Students,  Stresses  Accuracy.  Obser¬ 
vation  and  Dependability.

“The  things  that  journalism  may 
teach  you  are  tilings  that  will  be  of 
value  to  you  in  whatever  field  you  en¬ 
ter,’’  stated  J.  E.  Hull,  speaking  to 
tho  journalism  class  last  Wednesday. 
Mr.  Hull  is  the  former  editor  of  the 
Maryville  Tribune  and  a  past  president 
of  tho  Missouri  Press  Association  and 
bis  conclusions  were  based  on  his  long 
experience  in  newspaper  work.  II is  talk 
was  both  educational  and  inspiring. 

In  addition  to  training  and  informa¬ 
tion,  Mr-  Hull  listed  the  following  as 
the  possible  values  to  be  derived  from 
a  study  of  journalism:  power  of  obser¬ 
vation;  habits  of  dependability,  ac¬ 
curacy,' terseness,  orderliness,  and  the 
worth  of  timeliness.  He  stated  that  all 
of  those' belong  in  any  department  of. 
life. 

Mr.  Hull  declared  that  the  important 
tilings  in  writing,  a  news  story  are  who, 
what,  when,  where  and  how,  and  that 
enough  of  the  story  should  lie  given  in 
tho  first  paragraph  -so  the  rest  of  the 
story  may  be  discarded  if  necessary 
and  the  article  still  be  complete.  He 
added  that  the  “Best  writing  in  the 
world  is  the  plain  story,  simply  told. 
Great  writings  are  striking  because  of 
their  simplicity.” 

In  summing  up  the  appeal  of  jour- 
ualism,  Mr.  Hull  said,  “Newspaper 
work  offers  wonderful  compensations. 
If  you  are  running  a  newspaper  think 
wlmt  a  wonderful  thing  it  is  that  you 
lire  tho  voice  of  your  community.  That 
it  is  iu  your  power  to  take  that  com¬ 
munity  and  develop  its  ideals,  to  make 
tlic  people  believe  ill  their  town,  to 
liiuko  that  town  a  bountiful  place,  a 
clean  place,  a  place  where  people  can 
got  tho  most  out  of  life.  Tile  newspaper 
can  do  this — no  one  else  can.  No  ono 
can  keep  oil  reading  a  newspaper  that 
holds  up  an  ideal  day  after  day  and 
week  after  week  without  fooling  some¬ 
thing  of  that  ideal.  Wo  have  no  work 
in  all  our  civilization  that  offers  such 
opportunities.  ’  ’ 


Education  Cheap  When  Mr.  Cook 
Was  Normal  School  'Prexy’ in  1 906 


Board  $2.00  per  week,  furnished 
rooms,  olcctrio  lights  and  furnace  heat 
7dc  per  wcok.  Isn’t  that  hard  to  believe? 
But  nevertheless  those  woro  tho  pre¬ 
vailing  prices  in  1900  whou  T.  II.  Cook 
of  tho  history  dopurtmont  was  presi¬ 
dent  of  tho  Stanborry  Normal  School, 
Stnnbcrry,  Missouri, 

I'rcsidont  G’ook  and  his  assisting  fac¬ 
ulty  of  five  persons  offered  everything 
from  science  to  harmony. 

The  course  of  study  covered  a  poriod 
of  forty-eight  woeks-  But  normal  train¬ 
ed  teachers  were  in  grout  demand-  A 
scientific  course  was  offered,  consist¬ 
ing  of  history,  physics,  mathematics, 
and  Latin.  A  tone  hors'  courso  was  of¬ 
fered,  consisting  of  arithmetic,  algebra, 
English,  history,  citizenship,  geography, 
literature,  physiology,  Latin  and  podu- 

ttogy. 

Schools  even  of  tills  remote  period 
were  blessed  with  an  abundance  of 
soieuco,  mathematics,  foreign  languages 
and  pedugogy,  However,  it  is  true  that 
lime  lias  wrought  some  changes. 

The  Btunberry  Normal  was  highly 
recommended  by  leading  educators.  C. 
A.  lluwkius  of  our  Latin  dopurtmont, 
then  superintendent  of  the  Maryville 
Pubjic  Schools,  in  writing  a  recommen¬ 


dation  of  the  .President  of  the  Normal, 
wrote  the  following: —

Sounds  absurd  doesn't  it.’  Neverthe¬ 
less  these  aro  some  of  tiie  replies  Mr. 
Loomis  received  from  College  students 
in  the  menial  ability  tests  which  ho  lias 
been  conducting  in  tiie  general  psychol¬ 
ogy  classes  at  the  College. 

The  classes  are  taught,  by  Miss  Kath¬ 
ryn  Frnnken  and  include  about  200 
itulkuits  of  tiie  freshman  class.  Tho  Fer- 
iiin  it  -  Mental  Ability  test  designed  for 
high  school  and  college  students  was 
used  to  rank  the  students.  This  test  lias 
boon  widely  used  throughout  the  coun¬ 
try  and  is  thoroughly  standardized. 

The  results  of  tho  tost  so  far  as  they 
have  been  tabulated  show  that  these 
students  on  .the  average,  arc  the  equal 
of  any  freshman  college  students  ill  the 
country;  that  there  tiro  nioro  superior 
pupils  in  the  upper  twenty-five  per  cent 
of  tho  class  and  fewer  slow  pupils  in 
tho  lower  twenty-five  per  eont.  How¬ 
ever,  thero  was  u  very  groat  diversity 
of  ability  as  shown  by  tiie  range  of 
(lie  scores.  Some  of  the  highest  got  209 
points  out  of  a  possible  220  points  and 
the  lowest  score  was  70  points. 

Tiie  items  of  tiie  test  include  general 
information,  twenty  points;  elioich  of 
best  answer,  twenty-two  points;  word 
moaning,  thinly  points;  logical  selec¬ 
tion,  twenty  points;  problems,  twenty- 
four  points;  sontoiico,  moaning,  twenty- 
four  points;  analysis,  twenty  points; 
mixed  sentences,  eighteen  points;  clas¬ 
sification.  eighteen  points;  unci  uuiubor 
sovios,  twenty-four  points. 

Tho  same  test  was  given  (ho  stu¬ 
dents  of  the  College  who  urn  iii  high 
sellout  rank.  The  average  of  tlioso  stu¬ 
dents  is  not  up  to  tiie  standard, 

Mr.  Loomis,  Who  gave  tho  touts, 
says  tho  object  of  the  test  is  to  got  some 
idea  of  tho  kiud  if  work  which  should 
lie  expected  from  each  student,  l’upils 
with  superior  ability  mid  training 
should  bo  held,  for  superior  work  mid 
studonjs  of  lesser  ability,  and  induing 
who  are  working  up  to  their  capacity 
should  net  be  nagged.

EDUCATION  is  becoming  wcll-nlgU.  ttuiversnl  in  Amorica.  Tlio 
,  rapidity  of  its  expansion  within  tlio  past  half  century  has  no 
precedent.  Our  system  of  public  instruction,'  administered  by  Stntc 
and  local  officers,  is  particularly  suitfcd  to  our  habits  of  life  and 
to  our  plan  of  government,  and  it  lias  brought  forth  abundant  fruit. 

In  sumo  favored  localities  only  0110,  two,  or  throe  persons  in'  a 
thousand  between  the  ages  of  If!  and  20  are  classed  as  illiterate, 
liigh  schools  and  academies  easily  accessible  are  offering  .to  the 
youth  of  America  a  greater  measure  of  education  than  that  which.: 
the  founders' of  the  Nation  received  from  Harvard,  William  and 
Mary,  Yalo  and  Princeton ;  niid  so  widely  diffused  has  advanced 
study  become  that  the  bachelor’s  degree  is  no  longer  a  s.vmboljpf 
unusual  learning.  _ 

All  this  is  reason  for  gratification;  but.  in  the  contemplation  of 
worthy  achievement  wc  must  still  be  mindful  that  full  provision 
has  not  yet  been  made  throughout  the  country  for  education  of 
eithor  elementary,  secondary,  or  higher  grade.  Largo '  numbers 
have  not  been  reached  by  the  blessings  of  education.  The  efficiency 
of  the  schools  in  rural  communities  is,  in  general,  relatively  low; 
too  often  their  equipment  is  meagre,  their  teachers  poorly  prepared, 
and  their  terms  short-  High  schools,  notwithstanding' their  extra¬ 
ordinary  growtli.  have  not  kept  pace  with  the  demand  for  instruct¬ 
ion;  even  in  great  cities  many  students  arc  restricted  to  half-time 
attendance,  and  in  outlying  districts  such  schools  arc  frequently 
insufficient  in  number  or  inadequate  in  quality.  In  higher  educa¬ 
tion  the  possibilities  of  existing  institutions  linvo  been  reached  and 
it  is  .essential  that  their  facilities  be  extended  or  that  junior  col¬ 
leges  in  considerable'  numbers  lie  established.  •  ", 

Tliese  deficiencies  leave  tie  room  for  complacency.  The  utmost 
endeavor  must  be  pxorted  to  provide  for  every  eliitd  in  the  land 
the  full  measure  of  education  which  his  need  and  his  capacity 
demand;  and  none  must  be  permitted  to  live  in  ignorance.  Marked 
benefit  lias  come  in  recent  ycai's  from  nation-wide 'campaigns  for 
strengthening  public  sentiment  for  universal  education,  for  up-  \ 
holding 'the  hands  of  constituted  school  authorities,  and  for  pro¬ 
moting  meritorious  legislation  in  behalf  of  the  schools.  Such  re¬ 
vivals  are  wholesome  and  slioiild  continue. 

Now,  therefore,  T,  Calvin  Coolidgc,  President  of  the  United 
States,  do  proclaim  the  week  beginning .  November  sixteenth  as 
American  Education  Week-,  and  I  urge  that.  it.  be  observed  through¬ 
out  the  United  States.  I  recommend  that  the  Governors  of  tlio 
,  several  States  issue  proclamations  setting  forth  the  necessity  of 
education  to  a  free  people  and  requesting  that  the  American  Edu¬ 
cation  Week  be  appropriately  celebrated  in  their  ’respective  States. 

I  urge  further  that  local  officers,  civic,  social,  and  religious  or¬ 
ganizations,  and  citizens  of ‘every  occupation  contribute  with  all 
their  strength  to  tho  advance  of  education,  and  that  they  make  of 
American  Education  Week  a  special  season  of  mutual  encourage¬ 
ment-  in  promoting  that  enlightenment'  upon  which  the  welfare 
"of  the  Nation  depends.  ’

'government, ’  science,  or  religion,  lies  in. 
the  ministration  of'  the  genius.  One 
man  carries  alon^  a  thousand.  If  all 
\hc  thousand  could  become  geniuses, 
jhen  it  would  bo  profitable  to  treat 
them  all  alike.” 

I  David  Maxrr-“Thc  education  of  one 
genius,  I  slioiml  say,  is  tho  more  profit¬ 
able,  civilization,  witli  its  inventions 
and  discoveries,  is  brought  about  by 
genius  and  the  question  arises,  would 
tho  dullards  take  advantage  of  tho  dis¬ 
coveries?

Veronica  Berg — “I  believe  it  is  bet¬ 
ter  to  educate  the  genius  if  others  are 
not  of  average  intelligence.  One  genius 
can  do  more  good  than  all  the  others 
together.  ” 

Mr.  Phillips — “For  higher  levels  in 
education,  I  should  say,  that  it  would 
be  better  to  educate  the  genius.  Yet 
tho.  dullards  ought  to  bo  educated 
nough  to  utilize  the  work  of  the  genius. 
For  the  general  welfare  and  prosperity 
of  a  nation,  wo  must  raise  tho  level  of

Jazz  May  Make  Human 
Ears  Elephant-like 

LOS  ANUlOLliS,  Cal. — Big  ears  are 
an  outcropping  of  the  present  jazz  era 
— in  another  million  years  humans 
probably  will  have  aurieal  appendages 
as  large  as  elephants’,  according  to  Dr. 
IV  O.  Pfuffer,  Viennese  aurlst.  1 
“Ears  of  the  city  dweller  gradually 
are  getting  thinner  and  broader,”  the 
Viennese  expert  said.  “It  is  due  to 
evolution  and  tlie  tremendous  din  and 
conflict  of  complex  noises  in  which  we 
oxist.  * 

“A  constant  jazz  diet  causes  a  re¬ 
arrangement  of  the  cochlea,”  Dr.  l’fuf- 
fer  explained.  ‘-‘-The  cochlea  is  a  snail- 
like  structure  of  tlie  inner i  ear  con¬ 
taining  3,000  liarplike  strings. 

“Jazz'  and  other  din  increases  tlie 
number  of  strings.” 

Dr.  Pfuffer  said  it  was  not  improb¬ 
able  that  in  the  course  of  centuries  hu¬ 
man  beings  will  .develop  “radio  ears,” 
great  flappers  capable  of  receiving 
radio  messages  directly  from  tlie  air.
